The sound national and economic policy for any coutitry is unques- 
tionably to be found in a decision and determination by its people to buy 
the products of their own country which are available in preference to simi 


lar products of any other country, They should adopt such a policy not 
because of any prohibitive embargo that may be placed by Governments 
upon importations from other lands—which may lead to mopopolistic tend 
encies and unduly high prices at home—but because it is good national busi- 
to keep a country’s money at home, working in and for the country, and 
assisting to devclop its resources and industries. 

There are always some articles of produce and manufacture which a 
country cannot itself provide, These, of course, must be imported from 
which do produce these things. In turn, that country has 
to buy something it cannot provide at home, ‘Thus is international trade 
created, And, as is well known, international trade is paid by exchange of 
commodities rather than in cash, Gold comes into play in international 
trade when one country imports much more largely from another than it 
sells to such country. ‘This balance of trade as between two countries also 
operates to fix the rate of exchange between them When, therefore, one 
country buys from another country largely in excess of its sales to such 
country, it not only has to ship gold to make up the shortage in sates, but 
it frequently happens it has to pay a premium in exchange rates. 

The fact will, or at least should, be appreciated that it is good national 
business- 


other countries 


and what is good in this case for the nation as a whole is good! 
for cach individual—for a country to confine its import trade as largely as 
possible to those things it cannot itself provide, and not to import what it 
can just as well produce itself, 

Let us apply this theory, or principle, which is undoubtedly sound, to 
Canada and to one particular article of which Canada can easily supply her 
own needs, We refer to coal, Canada is rich in coal, richer than most 
countries, There are large deposits in Nova Scotia, on our Atlantic sea- 
board, and in British Columbia, on our Pacific coast, The Prairie Prov- 
inces of Alberta and Saskatchewan are also richly endowed in this respect, 
particularly Alberta, According to a recent statement by the Mines 
Branch of the Province of Alberta, fifteen per cent. of the world’s unmined 
reserves of known coal lie in Alberta. The world recognizes the British 
Isles as one of the greatest coal mining and exporting areas, a miners’ 
strike there disturbs industry and transportation all overtthe world, yet it 
is officially stated that, notwithstanding Britain's richness in coal, 70 per 
cent. of the coal reserves of the British Empire are to be found in the 
Province of Alberta. 

Notwithstanding this great wealth at our very doors, Canadians con- 
tinue to import tens of millions of dollars' worth of coal every year from 
the United States, despite the fact of an overwhelming adverse balance of 
trade against us as between these two countries, and the further fact that 
there are many things which we ourselves do not and cannot produce and 
must buy from the south. Approximately $18,006,000 were paid last year 
by the people of Manitoba alone for United States coal, to which at least 
another $2,000,000 had to be added to cover exchange when paying this 
huge coal bill. 

And all the time the Alberta mines were hungering for the coal orders 
that Manitoba people were placing in the Uffited States. The working 
capacity, with present equipment, of Alberta mines is 12,000,000 tons per 
year, yet because of lack of orders only 7,000,000 tons were mined last year, 
It would have been good business for Manitoba to have purchased all its 
coal in Alberta and, by distributing the $20,000,000 it paid to the United 
States, provided steady employment for Canadian miners, thus helping to 
settle prevailing unrest, and at the same time creating a larger purchasing 
market for the manufacturers, wholesalers and jobbers of Manitoba, 

According to a statement made before the Parliamentary Fuel Com- 
mittee at Ottawa on April 13th by S. J. Cook, chief of the mining division 
of the Railway Commission, coal production in Nova Scotia, and mines 
working only to half their capacity in Alberta, Canadians in 1920 imported 
15,902,632 tons of bituminous coal from the United States, or

Money in Hog Raising 


Brood Sows Nearly As Valuable As 
Good Shorthorns, 

There is a pronounced rebound in 
favor of hogs throughout Ontario 
and Eastern Canada. The short- 
sighted policy of many farmers last 
fall in selling their brood sows is 
bringing its natural reward in disap- 
pointment to those now unable to 
take advantage of an exceptional de- 
mand for breeding stock. Brood 
sows are today reported to be selling, 
in some districts, to within $5.00 of 
good grade shorthorns, Che follow- 
ing items are contained in_the last re- 
ports on farm conditions made by 
the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture:— 

“Brant (county) gays that good 
Shorthorn grade cows at an all-day 
sale brought only about $95.00 while 
brood sows fetched around $90.00. 
Sma!l pigs are unusually scarce on 
this market this spring and run 
from $12.00 to $16.00 a pair, accord- 
ing to age,” 

“Brood sows are in good demand 
at auction sales according to Kent, 
Simcoe and Peel representatives, the 

last quoting prices ranging from 
$75.00 to $125.00,”

Sunflowers Increase 
Dairy Profits 


Reports Indicate That New Fodder Is 
Destined a Standard Crop. 
“Now that winter feeding of stock is 
finished, reports on the results of sun- 
flower feed are coming in from many 
sources, and all tend to indicate that 
this new fodder is destined to become 
a standard crop fn the prairie proy- 
inces of Canada, It seems that prac- 
tically everybody who has experi- 
mented with a few acres of sunflowers 
is going to plant at least double the 
acreage of last year and silos will be 

springing up in every direction, 

A typical example of what this sil- 
age means to the dairy farmer is giv- 
en by Bert Tiffin, of Lethbridge, Al- 
berta In December, January and 
February, 1919, his cows produced 
milk to the value of 1,128.93. Last 
year Mr, Tiffin planted five acres to 
sunflowers and from thg samé number 
of cows he got milk that brought him 
$1,648.04, an increase of $519.11. His 
silo cost Jess than $500. Previously 
he needed all his quarter section to 
supply feed to his herd, but his sun- 
flower yield was so large that he has 
been able to spare fifty tons of al- 
falfa, worth about $700, for the mar- 
ket so that even with the expenses of 
his silo he will have a net cash sur- 
plus of more than $700. Adding in 
the value of his «ilo he has found 
that the sunflower fodder has meant 
more than $1,200 increased revenue to

Porcupines Good Fighters 


Hunting Them Is Not a Sport To Be 
Desired. 

“On the farm which I was manag- 
ing in British East Africa there were 
great numbers of porcupines,” says a 
recently returned traveller. 

“They used to have their homes in 
the rocks under the escarpment, and 
at night would come down to the cul- 
tivated plots and do a great deal of 
damage. They were particularly 
fond of potatoes, and would toot out 
a whole row of them, moving from 
plant to plant and undermining each 
separate one. Ag soon as we noticed 
they had begun their depredations on 
any particular plot my brother and I 
would organize a porcupine hunt. 

“One had to be pretty quick in one’s 
movements for porcupines have a 
nasty way of charging backward and 
transfixing with their quills any flesh, 
human or canine, that happens to be 
in the way. I have known very bad 
wounds inflicted like this, the quills 
going through a man’s leg as easily 
as a sharp bodkin. 

“Dogs have to be well used to the 
work or they have not a chance. A 
porcupine will stop suddenly in full 
flight, and, as it were, instantaneously 
reverse engines, and come charging 
full backward. ‘The best dog I ever 
had, a bull terrier, was killed by this 
trick, He was absolutely without 
fear and simply threw himself upon 
the advancing avalanche of spikes, 
and was in consequence speared right 
through the heart.’ I can assure you 
hunting porcupines is ‘hot at all a 
sport to be despised.” 


Poland Over-Populated 


Estimated to Have Nearly Two Mil- 
lion Landless Peasants, 

With the possible exception of 
Italy, Poland has some of the worst 
over-populated rural districts of any 
country in Europe. Former Russian 
Poland is estimated to have one and 
a half million landless peasants. The 
surplus of labor and the prevalence 
of little cottage holdings too small to 
cultivate with improved machinery 
are largely responsible for the back 
ward state of Polish agriculture. 

These conditions are engaging the 
attention of the Polish diet, which 
passed an agrarian reform bill last 
July~not yet, however, put into ef- 
fect.

Admiral Sir Percy Scott, command- 
er of the aerial defense of London in 
the world war, has no use for battle- 
He believes the Brilish navy 
would be better off if it spent the 


Club, £40,000,000 intended. for battleship 


construction in research and provid- 
ing newer weapons of warfare. 

«'The late war,” Sir Percy said 
“showed that the only safe policy as 
regards battleships was to stow them 
away as far as possible from the 
enemy. If we go to war now with 
France I do not think our battleships 
will be safe wnless we construct a 
harbor to contain them in Iceland. 

“Personally,” continued Sir Percy, 
in a newspaper interview, “I am fully 
in accord with Rear-Admiral Adair 
when he said that we ought not to 
spend one penny on battleships, but 
whatever money we may have to 
spare should be laid out on research 
work. Rear-Admiral Adair told the 
House of Commons that if we built 
new battleships we should also have 
to provide new bases at great cost at 
Halifax, Bermuda, Jamaica, on the 
west coast of Canada, in New Guinea 
and at Signapore. I say this nation, 
with the income tax at six shillings iu 
the pound, cannot afford this huge 
expenditure, when nobody can tell me 
what we are going to do with these 
battleships when we get them. 

“In the first few hours of the next 
war Plymouth, Dover and even Lon- 
don may be reduced to ashes unless 
we are prepared with an adequate 
counter to the fleets of airplanes that 
would attack us. It seems to me, 
therefore nothing but plain common 
sense that we should spend, what 
only we can spare, not on battleships 
that are ‘no d——d good’ as the mid- 
shipman said, but in providing the 
very best we can buy of the newer 
weapons that will count in the war 
of the future.” 

Speaking of the latest develop- 
ments of death-dealing instruments, 
Sir Percy explained the principles of 
the new Davis gun, which fires from 
both ends and with which, he said, all 
American airplanes were to be armed. 
It would be possible for an airplane. 
to carry a 12-inch gun and fire at 
battleships from 10,000 feet up. 
Battleships could have no protection 
against such weapons, 

Speaking of the progress that had 
been made in planning aerial attacks 
on warships, Sir Percy Scott said, {n 
an interview {n the Evening Stand- 
ard; “It is no secret now—every man 
in the service knows it+-that had the 
war lasted another fortnight, we 
would probably, by means of an aerial 
attack, have stunk all the German 
ships in the Kiel Canal,”

Education in Alberta 


Rapid Growth of Educational Facili- 
ties of the Province. 


One hundred and seven'school dis- 
tricts, covering an area of cighteen 
hundred square niiles, were formed in 
Alberta in 1920, an indication of the 
rapid growth of the educational facili- 
lics of the province. At the end of 
1920 there were 3,553 schools, or near- 
ly six times as many as in 1906. Dur- 
ing the past fifteen years an average 
of about two hundred additional 
schools have been formed per year, 
and attendance at schools has increas- 
ed from 24,245 to 121,567. The amount 
of Government grants to schools in- 
creased from $170,315 ip 1919 to $1,- 
018,068 in 1920,
